FULL TEXT OF ’/HE OPINION OF TES 
SUPBSME COURT. 


Five Justice? 
Decide th at Kearney Has 
Beep. Unlawfully Held, and 
Two Dissent. 


A t about I* o’clock last evening the Su­ 
premo Court filed its opinion in the habeas 
corpus case of Denis Keainey, confined in 
the House of Correction, San Francisco, 
under a sentence pronounced by the Police 
Court of San Francisco. 
Prior to the filing 
of the opinion the Justices of the Supreme 
Court had declined to give even a hint as to 
when the decision could be expected, and no 
one knew from them what the character of it 
would be. 
Below is given the full text of the 
opinion of the C ourt. 


{The opinion discusses many points, declares 
against the doctrine of any Judge or ju ry bv ordi­ 
nance being allowed to say w hat they deem lan­ 
guage calculated to create a breach of the public 
peace, and th at such doctrine infringes constitu­ 
tional right and the liberty of speech. 
It holds that 
while the reasonableness of the ordinance is in 
doubt, its want of harm ony with general btate 
laws is also a serious question. 
It holds th at the 
Police Court of San Francisco is an inferior Court, 
and th at all jurisdictional facts m ust appear in its 
records affirmatively. 
It was the intent of the ordi­ 
nance, even if all other objections to it be waived, 
tb at the words which constitute the offense shall be 
uttered, not only of another, but in h s presence. In 
this case it is not averred th at the words wert^ut­ 
tered in the presence of the person denounced. 
Hence no crime was committed and the prisoner 
m ust be discharged. 
The opinion in the original 
was liberally italicized to gire emphasis to its many 
points. 
The sub-headi given below are not in the 
opinion, bu t are ours. 
The opinion is from the pen 
of Justice McKinstry. 
All his associates concur ex­ 
cept Chief Justice Morrison and Justice My rick, who 
dissent.] 


Ex parte Dennis Kearney on habeas corpus—(In 
bank. 
Filed May 27, 1880) The Police Court of 
the city and county of San Francisco is an “ inferior 
C o u rt” of limited jurisdiction, whose powers are 
conferred and w hose duties and mode of procedure 
are prescribed by statute, and to which the rule ap­ 
plies that the evidence of its proceedings must 
affirmatively show jurisdiction of the j»t*rson of a 
defendant aud over the subject-m atter. 
The re­ 
mark to the contrary in ex parte M urray (43 Cal ) 
is dictum . The only question there was whether 
the Judgm ent should have shown on its face the par­ 
ticular offense of which the petitioner had been 
found guilty. 
There is frequently a difficulty in 
ascertaining w hether a particular Court is or is not 
“ inferior ” w ithin the m eaning of th at term as used 
in the books 
In England probably all Courts, ex­ 
cept the King’s at W estminster, the King’s Bench, 
C ourt of Bankruptcy, Exchequer and Chancery, are 
treated as inferior Courts. (Cowcti and Hill’s Notes, 
Phillips Ev., 4th American Ed., Vol. 21, p. 105.) 
It is clear th at Courts invested w ith a general 
common law jurisdiction in law or equity are, 
when exercising their general jurisdiction, superior 
Courts within the meaning of the rule which 
accords every presum ption in favor of the validity 
of their judgm ents 
In the United States, however, 
it has frequently been held that a Court may be 
lim ited and subordinate in its jurisdiction and yet 
not bo an inferior C ourt “ in the sense that it ought 
to certif} ever}thing precisely.” (1 Saund, 74.) And 
this will explain some of the cases cited by counsel. 
In several of those cases it was in effect determined 
th at a Court holding jurisdiction of all criminal 
cases should be pro ected, though it adjudge a m at­ 
ter to be crimiual which is not so, and proceed to 
punish it. 
(Ex parte Tobias W atkins, .3 Peters, 193; 
5 Crunch, 173.) The Circuit Court of the United 
States for the D istrict of Columbia having been de­ 
term ined to be a superior Court with jurisdiction 
oyer all crimes, the application of the rule was not 
difficult, and accordingly it was held, in ex parte 
W atkins, that the judgm ent of th at Court “ was 
evidence of its own legality, requiring no inspection 
of the indictm ent on which it was founded” —and 
the Supreme Court refused to look at the indict­ 
ment. 
SUPERIOR AND INVKRIOR COURTS. 
We do not forget th at the only difference ordi­ 
narily recognized between superior and inferior 
Couns is th at there is a presum ption in favor 
of 
the 
validity of 
the 
judgm ents 
of 
the 
former, none 
in 
favor 
of those 
of the lat­ 
ter, and th at a superior Court may be shown 
not to have had power to render a particular judg­ 
m ent by reference to its record. 
We only say th at 
in ex parte W atkins the Supreme Court of the 
U nited States refused to look at the indictm ent, be­ 
cause the Circuit Court was to be treated as a 
superior Court, with jurisdiction of all crimes. 
In other cases it has been held broadly by the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States th at the District 
as well as the Circuit Courts of the United States 
are not inferior Courts 
(Ilurd on Habeas Corpus, 
365). 
It is apparent th at decisions with reference to 
the conclusive presum ptions arising from the judg­ 
m ents of those Courts can have no influeuce u]xm 
the question w hether the Police Court shall be con­ 
clusively presumed to have jurisdiction to render 
every judgm ent which it may render, unless the lat­ 
ter, like the forme**, is a “ superior ” Court. 
In cx 
parte M urray (43 Cal.) it was said ; “ The judgm ent 
is one thing —the brief statem ent (in the m inutes) of 
the offense of which the prisoner has been convicted 
is a different thing. The form er—the ideo considcra- 
tuin e*t—need contain no recital ; it is here aim* ly 
‘ th at the said Patrick Murray pay a fine of forty 
dollars, ” etc. 
Every recital in a judgm ent there­ 
fore, as to the offense, is surplusage, and if the claim 
of counsel is well founded, the judgm ent of the Po­ 
lice Court th at a defendant be imprisoned deter­ 
mines the power of the Police Court to imprison 
him. 
If, however, the Police Court is an inferior 
Court (whatever the rule as to superior Courts), ev­ 
erything should appear in it-? proceedings necessary 
to give it. jurisdiction and to justify its judgm ent. 
(Kemp s Lessee vs. Kennedy, 5 Cranch). 


IS THERE A TEST ? 
There is no certain test by which to determ ine in 
all cases to which class (superior or inferior) any 
given Court belongs (H urd on Habeas Corpus 364). 
it is not rem arkable, therefore, th at there has been 
some diversity iu the application uf the rule, as to 
presum ptions, to particular Courts. 
In New York 
the “ Surrogate Court” is held to be “ inferior,” 
bu t in Pern ay 1 vania. Maryland and Alabama the 
“ Orphan’s C ouit,” and in Arkansas the “ Probate 
Court,” ore held to be 
“ superior.” In New 
York the gcueral sessions 
of 
the 
Peace 
in 
the several counties are held to be “ inferior,” while 
in Pennsylvania, V eim ont and Connecticut, a Ju s­ 
tice's Court is under the rule said to be “ superior.” 
The qu stion fectns to have resolved itself into one 
of public policy, and w hether the p artieu h r Court of 
lim ited jurisdiction ought to have extended to its 
judgm ents the sanctity of the presumptions arising 
from the adjudications of tribunals of general com ­ 
mon law jurisdiction. That the underlying and con­ 
trolling principle upon which the question m ust be 
decided is simp y a consideration of correct public 
policy is indicate 1 by the language employed by the 
Supreme Court of Vermont in W right vs. Hazjn 
(24 V t). T hat Court there s y s : 
“ We arc aware 
th a t the decisions in New York and probably in some 
other .States, have required the Justice to know the 
facts lim iting his jurisdiction at his peril 
But no 
such rule has ever been appli d to theC ourts of gen­ 
eral jurisdiction either in W estminster Hall or in 
this country ; and the jurisdiction of Justices of the 
Peace has become so im portant-and extensive th at 
we incline to believe sound policy requires of us to 
extend the same ru ’c of construction in favor of 
their jurisdiction which is done in favor of Courts of 
general jurisdiction.” (Ilurd on Habeas Corpus, 366.) 


TIIF. CALIFORNIA RULE. 
This Court has never extended the ru!e as to pre­ 
sum ptions in favor of the judgm entsof Courts of gen­ 
eral jurisdiction to Courts of Justices of the Peace in 
California 
On the contrary such Courts, in this 
State, have uniformly been treated as “ inferior ” 
Courts, in favor of whose jurisdiction nothing could 
be assumed (1*2 Col., 283 ; 23 Id., 401; 33 Id., 318 ; 
31 d., 321). 
And prior to the adoption of the 
am endm ents of 1862 to the C onstitution of 1849, and 
the Act of Aruil 20, 1863, the Probate Courts iu Cal­ 
ifornia w ere al ways considered as of inferior and lim­ 
ited jurisdiction, to whose “ records, orders, ju d g ­ 
m ents and decrees” were accorded none of the legal 
presum ptions given to those of Districts Courts in 
the exercise of their more general jurisdiction. 
(Pryor vs. Downey, 50 f al., 338.) So far, then, as 
analogous decisions of this Court have gone it would 
seem th at the Police Couit should be treated as an 
inferior Court. It would be strange if, while holding 
the judgm ents cf Justices of the Peace in criminal 
cases not to carry with them the presum ptions ac­ 
corded the judgm ents of Superior Courts, we should 
determ ine th at those of the Police Court exercising 
a jurisdiction, in so far as legislative enactm ents are 
concerned, substantially the same, are to be treated 
as if rendered by a Court of general juris­ 
diction. 
There are reasons peculiarly applicable to 
municipal Courts which would render it proper th at 
they should be held to be inferior Courts. 
The pri­ 
mary design of municipal Courts, so far as they 
act under city by-laws, is to prevent disorder in 
m atters of local convenience, to regulate public and 
quisi public easements, etc. 
As was said by Camp­ 
bell, J., in Jackson vs. People, 9th M uh.: 
“ The 
Constitution, in apportioning the judicial power, as 
well as in affirming the im m unity of life, liberty 
and property, has always been understood to guar­ 
antee to each citizen the right to have his title to 
property, and other legal privileges, determ ined by 
the general tribunals oí the State.” There the 
judgm ent of the Recorder’s Court on a complaint 
for violating a city ordinance was revised on certi­ 
orari. 
And it has been repeatedly held th at this 
may be done even where by statute it is declared 
th at the proceedings of a municipal tribunal “ -hall 
be final and conclusive,” or “ w ithout appeal.” 
(Dillon on Munic. Cor., 368). 


WHEN HABEAS CORPUS MAT BP. RKSORTKD TO. 
It is not necessary to say th at habeas corpus may 
be resorted to whenever certiorari may be, bu t the 
jurisdiction employed by the superior Couits by 
means of certiorari strongly indicates the jealousy 
entertained of possible excess of authority on the 
part of municipal tribunals adm inistering by laws 
or “ prudential regulations” not extending beyond 
the lim its of the municipality. 
The Cou«tr.ution 
d- es not require the Legislature to proride for 
an appeal from the 
judgm ents of the 
Poli e 
Court to the Superior Court, and it would seem that 
every consideration of sound policy requires of us 
to treat the form er Court as an inferior tribunal, 
the record of whose proceedings shouJd affirma­ 
tively establish its power to pronounce a itftrticuiar 
judgm nt. 
The Charter of San Francisco (Consolidation Act 
Statr 1801, p. 552) provides : 
“ Section 74. 
The Board of Supervisors shall 
have further power by order or regulation. 
* 
* 
“ 
E leventh—To determ ine the fines, forfeitures and 
penalties th at shall be incurred for the breach of the 
regulations established by said Board of bupervi3- 
ora, and also for a violation of the provisions of this 
Act when no penalty is affixed thereto or provided 
by law. 
But no penalty to be imposed shall exceed 
tic am ount or value oí 81,000 o r six months* iui- 
priao; mcnt. or both.” 
- 
* (Chap. 5 ) 
' The Board uf ¿upervi*?» (. f the City and Cour.t~ 


of San Francisco shall have power by regulation or 
order 
Third To prohibit and suppress or 
exclude from certain lim its all houses or’ ill-farne. 
to prohibit and suppress or exclude from cer­ 
tain lim its or to regulate *¡¡1 occupations ** 
ex­ 
hibitions and prat tiren which are against good m or­ 
als, contrary to public onler and decency, or danger­ 
ous to the public safety.” 
(S u t. 1863, Sec. 1, Sub. 
3, p. 540.) 
The Board of Supervisors passed order No. 697 as 
amended by onler No. 1196. C hapter 3, Sec. 1, of 
said order provides: 
“ Any iiersoii violating any of the provisions of 
this chapter shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and be punished by a fine of not exceeding $1,600, 
o r im prisonm ent not to exceed six m onths, or by 
both such fine and im prisonm ent.” 
And Section 28of said Chapter III. provides: ‘ 
“ No person shall * * 2. U tter in the hearing of two 
or more persons any bawdy, lewd, obsc-eue or pro­ 
fane language, words or epithets.” 
“ 3. Address to another, or u tter in the presence 
of another, any words, language or expression hav­ 
ing a tendency to create a breach of the peace.” 


WHAT MAY NOT BE INQUIRED INTOON HABEAS CORPUS. 
We shall assume for the purjv)ses of this deeision 
—w ithout adm itting the law so to be 
First : That 
we ought not to inquire on liabe s corpus, with a 
view to petitioner’s discharge, w hether the sections of 
the charter above cited authorized the Board of Su­ 
pervisors to adopt the Orders 607 and 1196. Second : 
That we ought not to inquire, except for a limited 
purpose, w hether the ordinance is “ reasonable” 
aud one which a municipal governm ent may en­ 
force. 
T h ird : T hat we cannot inquire on habeas 
corpus w hether the Orders 697 and 1196 were nrop- 
erly published pi ior to their passage, inasnucn as 
they are verified bv the signatures of the Mayor and 
Clerk of the Board. 
It is not to be presumed that a C ourt of general 
jurisdiction—or one which the law treats as such— 
has in any case proceeded to adjudge upon m atters 
over which it had no authority. 
On the other 
haud, no such intendm ent is made iu favor of 
the judgm ent of a Court 
of 
l.m itcd ju ris­ 
diction—an 
“ inferior C o u rt”—b u t the recitals 
•ontained in the m inutes of the proceedings must 
b<* sufficient to show th at the case was one “ which 
the law perm itted the Court to take cognizance of, 
and th at the jiarties were subjected to its jurisdiction 
by proper process.” (Cases cited in Note 1, p. 407, 
Cooley s Const. Lim.) If indeed the proceedings show 
that an inferior Court has found the existence of a fact 
on which the right to proceed depends, and, by the 
constitution of the Court, the existence or non­ 
existence of the fact is a m atter placed within 
the jurisdiction of the 
Court 
for 
determ ina­ 
tion, 
the 
adjudication 
of 
the 
inferior 
Court th at the facts exist is conclusive. 
As stated 
by Mr. Justice Cooley -a fte r he has laid down the 
proposition th at in case of a Court of special and 
limited authority it is perm itted to show a want of 
jurisdiction even in opposition to the recitals con­ 
tained in|the record : 
“ This we conceive to be the 
general rule, though there are appareut exceptions 
of those cases where the jurisdiction may be said to 
depend upon the existence of a certain state of 
facts 
which 
m ust 
be 
passed upon 
by 
the 
Courts 
themselves, 
and 
in 
respect 
to which 
the 
decision of the 
Court, 
once 
rendered, if there was any evidence whatever on 
which to base it, m ust be held final and conclusive 
in all collateral inquine*, notw ithstanding it may 
have erred in its conclusions.” (Con. Lim., 407.) 


WHAT THE COURT ASSUMES. 
\Yc have assumed that the existence of the ordi­ 
nances which, as claimed, gave the Police Court the 
appropriate jurisdiction, and the publication thereof 
—supposing the publication to be inquirable into by 
any Court—were m atters to be ascertained by the 
Police Court, and that, on habeas corpus, we 
ought not to go behind the finding of the Police 
Court with respect to such m atters. 
We also as­ 
sume th at the i rdt-rs or ordiiuaiccs referred to were 
proven. 
We are not called on, therefore, to re­ 
examine the evidence with respect to any fact passed 
upon by the Police Court. 
The records of th at Court show th at two com­ 
plaints were made against the petitioner. 
The first 
charged him w ith having uttered, in the hearing of 
others, bawdy, obscene aud profane language. That 
charge was dismissed. 
As we have seen, nothing is to be presumed, in 
the first instance, in favor of the judgm ent of the 
Police Court. 
If the record docs not show upon its 
face the facts necessary to give the Court jurisdic­ 
tion, they will be presumed not to have existed ; 
but this presumption (except in California as to such 
jurisdictional m atters as the law requires to be re­ 
duced to writing) may be rebutted and the jurisdic­ 
tional facts established by extrinsic evide ce. (Hurd 
on Habeas Corpus, 367.) We have assumed that 
the fact of the existence of the ordinances which, 
as was supposed, gave the Police Court jurisdiction, 
m ust be presum ed to have been established to the 
satisfaction of th at Court—and for the purposes of 
this ease the presum ption will be held to be conclu­ 
sive. 
But the P-Jice Court could not give itself ju ­ 
risdiction by its construction of an ordinance, when 
the very question is w hether the inferior tribunal 
was given power by the ordinance to try petitioner 
on the charge on which he was actually tried. 
It 
devolved, therefore, upon those whose function it 
was to sustain the jurisdiction to produce the ordi- 
iMtnces which were proved in the Police Court, in 
order th at it could he ascertained w hether they 
made the act for which petitioner was tried a crime 
for the punishm ent of which th e inferior Court 
had power to impose 
the 
judgm ent 
which 
was rendered. 
We take judicial notice th at the act 
charged in the complaint constitutes no crime under 
the general laws < f the State. 
If the judgm ent of 
the Police Court i3 supposed to derive its validity 
from a city ordinance we may assume an ordinance 
to have been proven, and it would be enough to 
show perhaps th at it was adm itted as proven by the 
Police Court. 
But w hether the ordinance gave the 
Police Court power to punish petitioner for the 
offense charged in the complaint, is a question of 
law which we cannot avoid the responsibility of de­ 
term ining. 
Can it be doubted th at if on proof of an 
ordinance prohibiting certain unlawful assemblies 
the Police Court should proceed to try a defendant 
charged w ith doing sonic act not prohibited and to 
render a judgm ent imposing the jKmalty prescribed 
for taking part in such unlawful assemblies, the 
judgm ent would be void ? The complaint would 
e; argc no crime known to the law of the land ; and 
the same m ust apnlv w hether the law conferring 
jurisdiction on the inferior tribunal is to be looked 
tor in the statutes of the State, or in uniere of the 
Board of Supervisors of San Francisco. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST KEARNEY. 
Inasmuch as no presum ptions arc to he indulged 
in favor of the judgm ents of inferior Courts, and 
as this Court will take judicial notice that the facts 
set forth in the com plaint constitute no crime 
under the general law’s of the .State, the record of 
the pri ceedings in-th« Police Court should manifest 
th at the petitioner was there prosecuted for an al­ 
leged violation of some city ordinance. 
Either the 
complaint sufficiently refera to, and so makes part 
of itself, Orders 697 and 1136, or it does not. 
If it 
does not, there is nothing in ibe proceedings of the 
Police Court which show th at the petitioner was tried 
for any offense of w hich tin t Court lias jurisdiction. 
We shall assume, however (as against petitioner), 
th at Orders 697 and 1196 sufficiently appear from 
the record, and further, because alleged in the com­ 
plaint in the Police Court, th at they are now prop­ 
erly before us. 
As we have seen already the charge of uttering 
obscene and profane language was dismissed, it only 
remains to inquire w hether the other complaint 
charged the crime created by the third subdivision 
of beet ion 28 of Chapter III. of Order 1196 ; since 
if it did not charge th at crime it is plain it charged 
none w ithin the jurisdiction of the Police C jurt. 
The subdivision declares th at no person shall “ ad­ 
dress to another or u tter in the presence of another 
any words, language or expressions having a ten ­ 
dency to create a breach of the peace.” 
We shall 
nut inquire, in this place, how it accerds w ith con­ 
stitutional law or the policy of our general legisla­ 
tion to place the pjw er in the hands of a Judge or 
ju ry to decide th a t “ any w ords”—to others, per­ 
haps, apparently innocent—which they may think 
objectionable have a tendency to create a breach of 
the peace. 
That the language charged m the p ar­ 
ticular instance now before us was not only iude- 
corus, bu t in the highest degree indecent, cannot 
affect the question. The next conviction may be 
for the use of words less offensive, and thy at­ 
tem pted definition of the crime sought to he created 
by the ordinance is so uncertain as would leave it to 
the varied judgm ents or tastes of successive juries 
to find defendants guilty or not guilty of a crime 
for the use cf exactly the same language, 
it 
may 
he th at the 
Legislature raiglit 
declare 
slander to be a crime, or m ight authorize a m unici­ 
pal board so to declare. 
If this were done,however, 
it can hardly be doubted th at the constitutional pro­ 
visions in resjHct t > libel would apply. 
The ques­ 
tion w hether the words spoken were slanderous 
would he a question for the jury, and the defendant 
would be allowed to prove, if he could, th at the 
words spoken were true, and that they were spoken 
for justifiable ends. 
The provision of the ordinance 
on which (as is claimed; petitioner was convicted, 
does not require th at words shall l»e slandemus, 
and docs not perm it the defendant to prove either 
the tru th or justifiable intent. 
Libel is distin­ 
guished from slander in th at it is supposed to be 
more deliberate. 
The “ freedom of the press’ is 
surrounded by many constiiutioual safeguards Can 
the Legislature—a fo rtio ri - a City Council, sweep 
all these aside by the simple process of calling libel 
by another nam e? The Legislature cannot depr.ve 
the publisher of a ncwspaj*cr of his right to prove 
the tru th of a statem ent alleged to be libelous, and 
th at it was published for justifiable ends. 
Will it 
be contended th at the printer may be deprived of 
this great constitutional r ght by providing th at he 
shall be punished not for libel, bu t for the publica­ 
tion of words having a tendency toprodti e a breach 
of the peace ? 


LIBERTY OF SPEECH. 
The foregoing will suggest some of the evil conse­ 
quences 
which m ight ensuj were we to give 
the construction contended f r by counsel to the 
third subdivision of Section 28 of the Chapter, and 
hold that it covers the case of one who may have 
used words having a tendency to excite the w rath— 
in case he should ever hear of them —of a person 
of whom the words were spoken, although such 
person may not have been present when the wurds 
were spoken, nor may ever have heard them recite d. 
\Ve cannot t<»o i.ften repeat th at the alleged circum ­ 
stances of this particular case should not be appealed 
to as requiring of the Courts to attribute a forced 
meaning to the ord nance.*" It may be adm itted, for 
th e purposes of this argum ent, th at the language 
alleged to have been employed by the petitioner 
conveyed a vile and perfectly unw arrantable assault 
upon the character of an honorable man. 
But it is 
only when an offense particularly aggravating against 
moráis or justice has been committed that a tem pta­ 
tion arises to distort the law, to expand the m ean­ 
ing of words beyond tbeir pla*n purport, to give to 
a penal statute an effect (not intended by those who 
framed it nor rt quired by its language), th at we may 
bring within its scope, and subject to condign pun­ 
ishm ent, those whom we be leve deserve the se­ 
verest penalties. 
At such times, if ever, we forget 
th at the worst as well as the best of men is entitled 
to the protection of the Constitution, and th at a 
Strained interpretation of the law whi h deprives a 
bad man of his right to p* rsonal liberty to-day, may, 
to moiTow, deprive a good man of his equally sa­ 
cred—in the eyes of soma of us perhaps more sacred 
rights to property. 


THE ORDINANCE ANALTZED. 
To constitute the offense the worc's m ust either be 
advlresse i to (or spoken in the presence of) the person 
wh-mi they have a tendency to incite to a breach of 
ihe peace, or, oa the other hand, they are punishable if 
spoken anywhere, or ad»1 rested to any third person. 
Ev» n if the language of the ordinance were ambig- 
u:»u<*, we would be com peted to reject an interpre­ 
ta i »n* which Would sustain the l itter view. 
To 
hold tb at t e conversation of intim ate friends may­ 


be reported, or the privacy of the dom estic circle 
invaded, to secure evidence of declarations which, 
if subsequently com m unicated to the person to 
whom they relate, may, in the opinion of a jury in 
the Police Court, “ have a tendency ” to induce him 
to commit a breach of the peace, would recognize 
and encourage a system of espionase abhorrent to 
American ideas, ami productive of more evil than 
the practice condemned. 
Such evidence necessarily 
would be of the dubious character of which Mr. 
Grcenlcaf speaks in bis treatise on Evidence. 
All 
th at he says of oral admissions is applicable to the 
repetition of what one may “ u tter to or in the 
presence'of a n o th er; especially in the absence of 
ihe person s|K>kuu of. 
With respect to all verbal 
admissions, it may be observed th at they ought to 
be received with great caution. 
The evidence, con­ 
sisting as it docs in the mere repetition of oral 
statem ents, is subject t > much imperfection and 
m istake, the party himself either * 
’ not hav­ 
ing clearly expressed his own meaning, or the w it­ 
ness having misunderstood him. 
It frequently 
happens, also, that the witness, by unintentionally 
altering a few of the expressions really used, gives 
an effect to the statem ent completely a t variance 
with what the party actually did say.” (I Green- 
leafs Ev., Sec. 200.) 
Such an interpretation of the orders would revive 
a kind of judicial investigation for which there have 
been no precedents in this country, and none in 
England since the reign of Edward the Fourth, 
when a citizen of Londou was hanged w ho had said 
he would make his son an heir of the “ crown,” the 
sign of the house in which he lived, and a gentle­ 
man, whose favorite buck tho King had killed in 
hunting, was decapitated because be had wished it, 
horns and all, in his belly that counseled the King 
to it (1 Hale s 1\ C., 113.) To say th at a prosecution, 
such as has been mentioned, may be m aintained by ‘ 
virtue of an ordinance the sole authority to pass 
which is found in the city charter, above cited, by 
which the Supervisors arc empowered to “ regulate 
all occupations, 
* 
* exhibitions and practices 
which are against good inorals, contrary to public 
order, or dangerous to the public eafet)*,” is to de­ 
clare a doctrine which, if not subversive of constitu­ 
tional principles, is apparently violative of estab­ 
lished rules relating to municipal legislation. 


MCNlCT*Al. BY-LAWS. 
' 
Municipal by-laws m ust harmonize with the gen­ 
eral laws of the State, with the munici|>al charter, 
and with the principles of the common law. 
(14 
Barb. 478 ; 4 Hill 209.) They m ust also be reason­ 
able, ai d whenever they appear not to be,the Courts 
w.ll, as m atter of law. declare them void. 
(2 Kj'd 
on Corp. 107.) We have no space to amplify the 
suggest ion, but there Í9 a t least grave doubt w hether 
an ordinance which provides a punishm ent of six 
m onths im prisonm ent and ono thousand dol ars fine 
as the penalty for incautious words spoken of an 
absent person at th e breakfast table (which may a r­ 
bitrarily be considered by a jury as having a tend­ 
ency to create a breach of the peace), would W? 
“ reasonable.” or held to be authorized under a gen­ 
eral grant of power to the Supervisors to prohibit or 
regulate practices “ against good morals, or contrary 
to public order, or dangerous to the public peace.” 
That such an ordinance would not accord w ith our 
governing policy is further evidenced, perhaps, by 
the circumstance that no like prohibitory legislation 
has ever been attem pted in this or other States. 
We have assumed for :hc purpose of this derision 
(although the contrary course, ihe precise objection 
not being made, has been repeatedly pursued by 
this Court, as a’so in the United States Courts— 
notably in Parrott's and 
other 
recent eases), 
th at the 
invalidity 
of the 
Order 197 
ami 
1196 ought not to be determ ined in 
this pro­ 
ceeding, and m ale the ground for petitioner’s dis­ 
charge. 
We have ass .m ed— for the purposes of this 
decision only—th at here on habeas corpus the Police 
Court will be presumed to have adjudged the order 
valid, and th at its judgm ent in th at regard is to be 
treated as final. 
But in ascertaining tho meaning 
of the portion of the Order 1196, on which the judg­ 
m ent agaiust the petitioner is based, we may vejy 
properly consider the circumstance th at if the lan­ 
guage, supposing it be am biguous.be construed in 
one way it does not necessarily conflict w ith the 
municipal charter or with the common or statutory 
law, while if it be construed in another m anner, it 
is cither clearly repugnant to all these, or leaves the 
judicial mind w ith grave doubts that it contravenes 
State legislation, or impinges upon the due enjoy­ 
ment of constitutional and lqgal rights. It is the or­ 
dinance properly construed which the Police Court 
has adjudged tv be valid. 


THE DECISION. 
We have so far considered subdivision 3 of Sec­ 
tion 28 as if its language would adm it of two inter­ 
pretations. 
But we are unable to discover any am ­ 
biguity in >t. 
It declares: No person a hall “ ad­ 
dress to another, or u tter m the presence of another, 
any words ' ' having a tendency to create a breach 
of the peace.” 
If the second clause of the sentence 
had been om itted and the subdivision had read “ ad­ 
dress to another any words * 
having a tendency,” 
etc., could anybody have doubted w hat it was in­ 
tended to prohibit ? There could have been no hes­ 
itation in declaring th at the words m ust be suoh 
as have a tendency to produce a brtucli of the 
l»eace on the part of 
tho person 
to whom 
they are addressed. 
There is nothing in the lan­ 
guage “ or u tte r in the presence of another " w hich 
can enlarge the scope of tbe intended prohibition. 
“ No person shall address to or u tter in the pres­ 
ence of another person words having a tendency to 
induce such other person to commit a breach of the 
peace.” 
Is not this a simple paraphrase uf the lan­ 
guage of the ordinance? Either this truly repre­ 
sents the meaning, or, as we have seen, the sub­ 
division prohibits the utterance of words which can 
be construed as having a certain tendency 
in 
private, to the smallest audience, and in th e ab­ 
sence of the only person w ho would hare reason to 
be offended by them —a construction which m ight he 
supposed grievously to interfere with the inalienable 
privileges of certain coteries. 
It is certain th at the 
ordinance does not require that more than two per­ 
sons should bo present when the words arc spoken. 
If it had been intended to punish the denunciation 
of absent individuals at public ag>cmbl?ges, it would 
seem that language would have been employed 
somewhat like th at of the Act of January 19, 1878 
(which was repealed at the next session of the 
legislature) 
“ Any person who in the presence of 
twenty-five or more persons shall u tter any language 
with intent to incite * 
* to am oefs of violence,” 
etc. 
Certainl}*, if the purpose had been to prereut 
appeals to a riotous mob such as were calculated 
not only to incite those present to violence, but also 
to lead to breaches of th e peace on the part 
of an absent person denounced, it would not have 
been difficult to find apt and fitting words to express 
th at purpose. 
For actual riotous conduct the rein 
edy is the strong arm rf the Government efficiently 
wielded, as we have no doubt it will be if the occa­ 
sion arises, by the executive power. 
But the pur­ 
pose of the third subdivision of Section 28 of Order 
1196 is less comprehensive and seems very apparent. 
The law lias always given weight to the provocation 
which leads to an a ssa u lt; insulting w ords and con­ 
duct in tiie presence of the assailant may sometimes 
reduce the degree of his crime, and may always 
considered in mitigation of punishm ent. 
The portion of tiie ordinance so often referred to 
provides a penalty for him who shall provoke an as­ 
sault upon himself “ by addressing to another per­ 
son, or uttering in the presence of another person, 
words * 
‘ 
hav ing a tendency to create a breach 
of the peace.” 


THE POLICE COURT JUDGMENT. 
The judgm eut of the Police Court, separate from 
the extraneous recitals which constitute no p>rt of 
it, is simply : 
“ k is ordered and adjudged that 
v 
* 
(Denis) Kearney pay a fine <-f one thousand 
dollars and be imprisoned in the House <<f Correc­ 
tion of the city and county for six m onths.” 
Does 
the record of the proceedings »<f the Police Court 
show th at the C ourt hail jurisdiction t" render this 
judgm ent ? 
The case is unem barrassed by ano* her 
question, since no oral evidence was offered to es­ 
tablish th at he w*as in fact tried and convicted for 
the commission of any act other than th a t charged 
in the complaint, nor is there any entry in the min­ 
utes of t lie proceedi gs in any degree looking to­ 
ward a prosecution for the commission of any other 
act. The com plaint charges th at at a certain date, 
iu San Francisco, the petitioner “ did willfully and 
unlawfully u iter and address to others, to w it: to a 
large num ber of persons then and there assembled, 
to wit, one hundred and more persons w hose names 
are utikno vn to deponent, certain profane words and 
language, wnich w. rds and language then and there 
had a tendency to create a breach of the peace.” 
Then follows a recital of the words alleged to have 
been spoken. 
There is no averm ent th at the words 
were “ addressed to or uttered in the presence of ’’ 
the person of whom they were spoken. 
But 
tliat the words are addressed to or uttered in 
the 
presence of the person with 
revpect 
to 
whom they are spoken constitutes, as we have seen, 
the very gist of the offense created by the third 
subdivis cn of Section 28 of Chapter III. of the city 
charter. 
Unless we adopt the construction of the 
language of subdivision three which we have already 
rejected, however re-ponsible the alleged action of 
petitioner, he did not commit the particular crime 
there defined—though he uttered the words in the 
presence of any num ber of persons other than him 
of whom he spoke. This is not the ease of a com­ 
plaint inartificially drawn which in imates toe exist­ 
ence of the facts necessary to the constitution of the 
offense, or even of an attem pted statem ent, insuffi­ 
cient but indicating a purpose to declare on the 
esseutial facts. 
NO C ir S R OF ACTION. 
It h a total failure to allege any cause of action, 
and, however objectionable the conduct im puted to 
the petitioner, he is no more in the eve of the law 
charged by the complaint with any crime than if the 
paper had ascribed to him the m ost innocent of 
deeds. 
If Denis Kearney was legally convicted un­ 
der the ordinance by reason of his denunciation of a 
person in bis absence, then each one of those who 
have employed sim ilar (t hough sometimes less pro­ 
fane) language in respect to Denis Kearney, he not 
being present, may be imprisoned and fined by the 
Po’ice Court. 
It would seem th at criminal actions in the Police 
Court m ust be commenced by complaint in writing 
(Penal Code, 1426), and that Court is required to 
keep a docket in which m ust be entered each action 
and the proceedings therein. 
(Penal Code, 1428.) 
As to the iurisdictional facts which the law directs 
to be set forth on the records of th at Court they 
m ust be apparent on the face of the proceedings, or 
it« judgment is void. 
(Jolly vs. Foltz, 34 C a\, 321.) 
If, however, it should even be adm itted th at it 
migh be established by proof aliunde that the pe­ 
titioner was tried and convicted of an offense of 


lie offense (see Penal Code, Section 6), no one can be 
adjudged to suffer punishm ent for the commission 
<»f it, however heinous it may be when tested accord­ 
ing to the ordinary criterion of public duty or pri­ 
vate obligation. To hold that any Court of criminal 
jurisdiction can adjudge an act not a public offense 
by statute deserving «.f punishm ent and sentence, 
and com m it to prison or fine for the commission of 
such an act, which in such a condition of the law is 
innocent, and that tho person so sentenced could not 
be relieved from it on habeas corpus would be, it 
s°ems to me, to hold th at the Court is invested not 
only with judicial but with legislative power—that, 
the Court can make t l e law, create the offense and 
adjudge a prisoner guilty of having committed it. 
The Court in such a caso would have no ju ris­ 
diction; 
as wy»s 
said 
by the learned Judge 
who wrote the opinion in C ornell’s ease (22d 
Cal., 
p. 
181): 
“ The Court 
derives its ju ­ 
risdiction 
from 
the 
law, and 
its jurisdiction 
extends to such m atters as the law declares to be 
crim inal, and none other, and when it undertakes to 
imprison for an offense to which no criminality 
is attached, it is beyond its jurisdiction.” Such 
eases, it is evident, m ust be of rare occuirence. 
They are the offspring of peculiar circumstances 
which happen infrequently. 
When they do occur 
and are preseuted for adjudication, should not the 
Court be as ready in such emergencies to relieve on 
habeas corpus as to enforce th e legal punishm ent in 
the case of guilt ? (*ee People vs. l iscomb, 60 N. 
Y., 569, 570.) 
I 
fail to see th a t any serious 
consequences 
can 
flow* 
trom 
such an use 
of 
the w rit of 
habeas 
corpus, 
unless 
an 
injury can result from th e enlargem ent of an inno­ 
cent |>erson, whom some Court has, by grievous 
m istake and illeg.d sentence, adjudged to suffer 
confinement iu prison. 
However, the question is not before us for decis­ 
ion, and these few observations are intended to 
preclude a conclusion which m ight possibly be 
drawn from the opinion of the Court, and to state 
the point without deciding it.

CONCURRING OPINION. 
I concur In the reasoning and th e rem it reached

THE 
FAILURE OF THE EALLOCH IM­ 
PEACHMENT. 


The attem pt to procure the removal of 
J)r. Kalloch from the office of Mayor of 
San Francisco has broken clown, the Su­ 
perior Court having yesterday dismissed 
the case, ou the ground that the charges 
preferred against him do not constitute 
official offenses within the meaning of the 
law. 
This defect in the indictment was 
practically adm itted by Colonel Barnes on 
the preceding day, and the counsel for the 
defense were not slow to recognize the sig- 
niticance of his admission. 
One of the 
•fudges files a dissenting opinion, to the 


effect that Kalloch’s acceptance of free 
passes on the street railroads was an of­ 
fense within the statute, and that he could 
be removed for it. 
The majority of the 
bench, however, evidently held that the 
acts charged against an official m ust be 
acts com mitted while in the performance 
of his «’tivial functions, and that such 
acts as he may do in his private capacity 
w ill not afford the necessary basis for 
prosecutioi#

remains 
to 
be 
seen 


whether 
any 
attem pt 
w ill 
be 
made 
to procure more valid charges against 
the Mayor, or whether his adversaries will 
rest cent t.t w ith this failure to oust him, 
and will w ait until his term expires. Judg­ 
ing from the line taken by the Court, how­ 
ever, we should think it might be difficult 
to hit upon any more speciiie and strictly 
official /;•■-!>'x on his part. 
It w ill be re­ 
membered that when these charges were 
first brought against him we expressed se­ 
rious doubts as to the possibility of mak­ 
ing them stick, and for tbis some vehement 
opponents of his accused us of a "desire to 
befriend him.

THE

The Supreme Court yesterday rendered 
its decision in the Kearney case. W e pub­ 
lish the decision at length this morning. It 
releases Kearney, and on grounds which 
perhaps most people who have at all care­ 
fully studied the case had anticipated. The 
probability that the Court would hold his 
sentence to have been valid was at 110 time 
considerable.

THE RAILROAD 
ACCIDENT. 


Very little 
of 
importance has been 
added to the general knowledge of the 
causes of the late railroad accident by 
the witnesses examined at the inquest, 


1 ‘crhaps the most significant point is the 
statem ent of a section foreman that the 
iron on the curve where the accident hap­ 
pened was too light, and that he bad been 


expecting sohietuing to g i\c w ay there. 
The general conclusion to be reached is 
th a t there was not a satisfactory and care­ 
ful supervision cxercieed, but too many 
m atters were a’lowed to run themselves. 


There are indications of a growth of pub­ 
lic opinion throughout the W estern States, 
antagonistic to the present burdensome 
tariff. 
That this opposition should arise is 
indeed inevitable, since the theory upon 
which the tariff is based ignores the inter­ 
ests of that region altogether, and makes 
of it a mere appendage to the N ew England 
States. 
The fact that the farming popula­ 
tion of the Great W est has nothing to gain 
and everything to lose by Protection, is 
one so obvious that it ought to have made 
itself understood long ago. 
The truth 
however is that the class which benefits by 
Protection was cunning enough to disarm 
the natural hostility of the W estern people 
by pretending that the tariff was in some 
way a loyal measure, and that it was 
therefore the duty of good Kepublioans to 
support it, and to denounce all attacks 
upon it as savoring of rebellious heresy. 
This delusion was helped by the unfortu­ 
nate prominence of several previously dis­ 
loyal journals in assaults upon the tariff’. 
W hat they said of it was for the most part 
true, but they deprived their arguments 
of 
effectiveness 
by 
seeking 
to 
make 
the issue a partisan 
one. 
The 
only 
result 
of 
this 
was 
to 
render 
the 
advocacy of free trade doctrines synony­ 
mous, in the minds of a great many people, 
with support of the “ lost cause,” and thus 
to discredit the whole movement. 
Now, 
however, 
the war issues have m ostly 
passed out of sight. 
There is uo longer 
any danger impending over the Union. 
The “ Copperheads ” have ceased to alarm 
any one. 
And it is for the first tim e pos­ 
sible to get the tariff examined dispassion­ 
ately on its merits. 
Such an examination 
of course results in the discovery that 
Protection to home industry is a terribly 
one-sided policy ; that it is an ingenious 
system whereby the purchasers are com­ 
pelled to pay three and four prices for 
almost everything they use, to the manu­ 
facturers ; that it results in increasing the 
cost of living and of working to every 
person in the country ; and that the en­ 
tire advantage of the arrangement is en­ 
joyed by a few' men at the East, who are 


thus 
bolstered 
into 
wealth 
for 
no 
deserts of 
their 
own, 
and in 
return 
for 
no 
consideration 
are 
given 
the 
privilege 
of 
levying 
blackmail 
upon 
the general public. 
N ow Human Nature 
is so constituted that if it were possible tó 
protect everybody in this way there would 
be no difficulty in perpetuating the system , 
since all would be willing to let the rest 
contribute to their support. 
It is true 
that universal protection would be equiva­ 
lent to no protection at all, but this the 
masses would probably fail to realize. 
As 
it is, however, Protection benefits only one 
narrow section of the country, and as the 
sections which are not benefited are rap­ 
idly acquiring 
the 
control of 
politics 
through their preponderance of population, 
it cannot be expected that they w ill much 
longer remain content to pay tribute to the 
Eastern States as they have hitherto done. 
Thus 
far the W estern politicians have 
been cautious and conservative 
in this 
matter, but there are signs that they are 
beginning to recognize th3 change of opin­ 
ion, and no doubt they w ill respond to it 
promptly before long. 


It is equally apparent that the Eastern 
Protectionists see the handwriting on the 
wall, for of late their arguments in defense 
of their favorite system have been more 
than 
usually weak and timorous. 
They 
feel that they cau no longer rely upon the 
W est for support, and that the sophistries 
which tided them over the war period can 
uo longer avail them . 
The W estern free 
traders arc not fanatics. 
They fully real­ 
ize the impracticability of dispensing with 
a tariff altogether, and while the demand 
for a large revenue to m eet the war debt 
continues, they will cheerfully contribute 
their share. 
But what they object to is 
that the tariff should be so constructed as 
to play into the hands of a few manufactur­ 
ers, and that it should therefore be made 
to bear so heavily upon the producing 
classes. 
There is scarcely a thing em­ 


ployed in agriculture which is not made 
twice or three times as costly as it need 
be, by the tariff, while there can be no 
protection for the products of the farm. 
The W estern people say that this is alto­ 
gether too unequal an arrangement. 
They 
complain that production is practically dis­ 
criminated against by the Government, 
and for no national good, but solely lor the 
benefit of a few manufacturers, who have 
no claim to any such special privileges, 
and who ought not to be given them. 
The 
subject has thus been brought to a point of 
view which is certain to enlist all the self­ 
interest of the W est against the tariff as 
it stands, and whether or not the present 
Congress lias the courage or sense to set 
on foot a revision of the law, it may be 
regarded 
as 
certain that the W estern 
demand will increase until it is listened 
to. 
80 soon as the ensuing Presidential 
campaign 
has been 
fouglit, 
and 
poli­ 
tics settle down for a time into meas­ 
urable quietness, this issue w ill come to 
the front 
seriously, and it w ill 
then 
be seen that free trade doctrines have made 
great progress throughout the W est dur­ 


ing the past ten years, and that the inter­ 
ests of that region make it almost neces­ 
sarily a unit in favor of tariff revision. 
A nd in the same way, as the W est fills 
up, and its productive resources are devel­ 
oped, the belief iu a more radical applica­ 
tion of free trade doctrines is certain to 
establish itself. 
It is probable that an­ 
other ten Jycars w ill witness this change, 
and as the W est w ill by that tim e have 
secured control of the Government, and 
the predominating influence in national 
politics, it may be predicted without much 
risk that Free Trade w ill be the dominant 
jKilicy of the whole country in less than a 
generation.

against the patent and serious harm done 
to the morale and discipline of the Grammar 
School by the manner of the change. 


THE 
HARBOR 
OF REFUGE. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


Professor Davidson’s report to Congress 
on the question of a harbor of refuge for 
this coast is a somewhat curious document. 
W ithout expressly saying anything of the 
kind, he contrives to make it quite ap­ 
parent that in his opinion no such harbor 
is needed. 
The boldness of the coast-line, 
he says, and the regularity of the winds 
during the greater part of the year, render 
it very improbable that any extensive de­ 
mand for a harbor of refuge should arise. 
He proceeds then to consider the various 
places which have been named as available 
for such a purpose, and expresses the 
opinion that only three of them, namely, 
Trinidad, l ’ort Orford, and Cape Gregory, 
deserve any mention, while he is led to 
reject Port Orford for several reasons. 
The question thus lie between Trinidad 
and Cape Gregory. 
The claims of these he 
thinks very evenly balanced. 
But after 
going over the whole question he concludes 
w ith the opinion that “ the whole problem 


“ is not yet in a condition to warrant 
“ final judgm ent.” 
H e thinks it “ neces­ 
s a r y and imperative to have made a 
“ thorough and exhaustive examination 
“ and study at each locality, of all the 
“ physical conditions involved, extending 
“ through a period of perhaps tw o winters 
“ and one summer.” 
This report w ill 
doubtless bo regarded as exceedingly un­ 
satisfactory by the advocates of 
Port 
Orford, and by such as clamor for prompt 
decision. 
But considering that a harbor 
of refuge is certain to be a very costly 
undertaking, it w ill perhaps occur to con­ 
servative people that it would be as w ell to 
ascertain clearly whether such a thing is 
really wanted at all, before going any 
further. 
Professor Davidson appears to 
doubt very much whether it is needed.

W here «¿rant's stren gth t'oiues from . 
N e w \ o iik . May 27th.— The Trit/une pre­ 
cedes a long political article with the follow­ 
ing double-leaded editorial: 
In the tables 
which are printed herewith, a demonstration 
is made by figures which cannot he contro­ 
verted, that General Grant’s support for the 
Presidency comes mainly from Democratic 
counties and States which caunot give a vote 
to secure his election. 
Hepublican counties 
in the States and Republican States in the 
I nion are shown to be agaiust his candidacy 
by overwhelming 
majorities. 
First, the 
three great States—New York, Pennsylvania 
and Illinois—constituting his sole Northern 
strength, are taken up. 
New York shows 
that 
the 
counties which 
voted against 
Grant 
instructions 
cast, 
last 
year 
a 
Republican 
plurality 
of 
45,741, 
or 
2,304 greater than Governor Cornell’s total 
plurality. In Pennsylvania the same course is 
pursued with an equally emphatic result. The 
twenty-two Republican counties which were 
against Grant at Harrisburg, cast in 1870, 
over the niueteen Democratic counties which 
voted with them, 14,154 of the 17,980 plural­ 
ity by which President Hayes carried the 
■State. 
The vote for Grant came from nine 
Republican and sixteen Democratic counties, 
and represented a Republican plurality over 
the Democratic counties of only 3,841. 
In 
Illinois, again, a similar demonstration is 
reached. 
The vote against Grant came from 
seventeen Republican and fifteen Democratic 
counties, which in 1870 gave 13,80-1 of the 19,­ 
020 plurality which the State gave to Presi­ 
dent Hayes. 
The vote for Grant came from 
twenty-nine Republican and thirty-four Dem- 
ocratiu counties, which gave iu 1870 a clear 
Republican plurality of only 2,052. 
In each 
of the three States it will be noticed that 
Grant’s support is largely drawn from Dem­ 
ocratic counties. 
Thus in New York there 
are 8 Democrats to 19 Republicans, and in 
Illinois 34 Democrats to 27 Republicans. 
Passing next to the country at large, the fact 
becomes even clearer yet that the third-term 
support 
come3 from 
States 
which 
can 
only 
nominate, 
while 
the 
opposition 
comes 
from 
the States which can alone 
elect. 
This is an unanswerable demonstra­ 
tion that if, as suggested by a New England 
State Republican Convention, the representa­ 
tion in the National Republican Convention 
were based on the ratio o f Republican votes, 
Grant would have no standing in the Chi­ 
cago Convention—hardly enough to have his 
name appear among the “ scattering” on the 
roll-call.

LOGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


D eath o f C a c l M o rrill.—At San Fran­ 
cisco, at 11 A. M. yesterday, Fanl Morrill, 
Surveyor of the port of San Francisco, died. 
He had been in failing health some five years. 
He was an oid resident of Sacramento. He 
was born in Hillsboro, X. H., in 1812. He 
learned the art of printing while a very young 
man. In 1838 he went to New York and be­ 
came foreman of the Sun. In 1838 Mr. Mor­ 
rill and William H. Dinsmore purchased the 
Nashua (N. 1Í.) (Jaiette, but soon after went 
to New York and became connected with the 
True Sui.. which was founded by compositors 
of the origina! Sun newspaper. Eventually 
Messrs. Morrill and Dinsmore became owners 
of the paper. The True Sun was sold to 
Democratic leaders during the Presidential 
campaign of 184S, in which Lewis Cass of 
Michigan was a candidate for the Presi­ 
dency. In the spring of 1850 Mr. Dinsmore 
came to San Francisco, and advised Mr. Mor­ 
rill to come also. The latter came in the fall 
of the same year, and the two obtained work 
as compositors on the Alta. In 1851, Mr. 
Morrill purchased an interest in the S acra­ 
mento U nion, with Messrs. Anthony and 
Larkin, and retained his connection with the 
paper until it became the Recorp-Union, 
with but one break in the relation—when he 
sold to Jeremiah Dray, but within a year re­ 
purchased his original interest. Mr. Morrill 
was appointed Surveyor of Customs at Sail 
Francisco three years ago last March, suc­ 
ceeding Giles H. Gray. The family of de­ 
ceased consists of his widow, one son residing 
in Boston, and two sons and two daughters 
Living in San Francisco. The Custom-house will 
be closed at noon Saturday in respect to the 
memory of Mr. Morrill. The funeral will 
take place from the family resilience, No. 1005 
Sutter street, Saturday afternoon.

amination. 
LTpon motion, it was ordered unanimously 
that they be given auotner examination. 
A considerable discussion was engaged in 
as to the reasons why this class did not nass 
any better in its examination, and Mr. Horn- 
bio',ver stated that the R ecord-F nion in an 
editorial had treated the subject upon the hy­ 
pothesis of bad faith and conduct on the part 
of some one or more of the members of the 
Board of Education, and lie did not believe 
such was the fact. 
A gentleman present remarked that he 
could give another hypothesis, and that was 
that the questions were got from the printer 
and into the hands of the Capital Grammar 
class before the examination, and said that 
was the current talk at the time, that they 
got the questions from Bivett.

Mr. l.andis stated that he had discovered 
that injustice had been done to the first grade 
in the Capital Grammar School, and that 
they had not been marked up as high as 
their papers showed them to have passed the 
examination. He said that out of the class 
of 27 he fouud seven should have been 
marked 100, which were only marked 90; 
and that out of the whole number 19 had 
been marked 10 lower than their credits foot­ 
ed up; four were marked down nine credits 
and one was 
marked down 15 credits. He

marked a pencil-rubber had been used and 
gloss taken off the paper. These discoveries 
made quite a sensation, as it was openly ex­ 
pressed by one or more members of the 
Board that evidently the marking down had 
been done liy changing it after it was found 
it would look suspicious to have these ques­ 
tions answered so well. Mr. Landes was 
asked who did the marking, of the credits 
on these papers, and he stated that Mr. 
Adams was chief examiner of the grade. 
Much comment was made over the com­ 
plexion affairs had taken, but no further 
business was transacted and the Board ad­ 
journed.
